Moreover he has been unable 
to find any permanent relief from the 
physical ailments from which he has 
suffered for several years. 
An an­ 
nouncement of his resignation of the 
presidency at an early date 
would 
cause 110 surprise to those fully ac­ 
quainted with the facts. 
T he 
constitutional 
am endm ents 
adopted several years ago provide that 
in the event of the death, disability or 
absence from the republic of the pres­ 
ident, the vice president shall im me­ 
diately assume the duties of the pres* 
idency without the necessity of ta k ­ 
ing a new oath. 
This means that Ra­ 
mon Corral, who drafted tile law cre­ 
ating the vice presidency, will be the 
next president of Mexico. 
In official 
circles Corral is already recognized 
as the real power and Diaz the shad­ 
ow. 
It is not know n that for nearly 
six m onths past all the important du­ 
ties of the presidency have been u n ­ 
der the direct and personal stipends 
ion of the vice president. 
Diaz and Corral have worked hand 
in hand for years and it is believed 
that the accession of the latter to the 
presidency would mean a continuation 
of the enlightened and*" progressive 
policy of 
his 
predecessor. 
Corral 
made public announcem ent of 
this 
fact when. in accepting the vice presi­ 
dency, he said: 
“ I have to declare 
that if the popular vote shall favor 
me with election I will have no other 
policy than that of seconding that of 
President Diaz.”

\ m o n g all the public men of Mexi­ 
co today Corral is considered the best 
equipped by education, experience and 
tem peram ent, to succeed the ‘‘peace 
president.” 
H e is a native of the state 
of Sonora, where he was born Jan. 10. 
1854, the son of the editor of an in­ 
significant newspaper. 
H e was edu­ 
cated in the public schools, and, at 
the aget of 20. was himself actively 
engaged in his father's profession. 
In 
1875 he engaged in a successful rcvo 
lution, the same which made 
Diaz 
president, was elected to the legisla­ 
ture and made secretary of state for 
Sonora. 
He made a good record; his 
ability as a politician and administra- 
tod was dem onstrated; he was p ro ­ 
moted to governor and continued to 
conduct the affairs of Sonora so wise­ 
ly and ably that in 1900, when 
his 
term expired, Diaz brought him to the 
capital and made him governor of the 
federal district. 
H aving given him a 
thorough trial, he took him into the 
cabinet as minister of the 
interior 
three years ago and last December 
had him elected vice president and 
placed in the direct line of succession 
to the presidency.

Co. excelled their 
former 
displays 


which were always very good in beau­ 
ty and arrangement 
An old ox yoke 
hanging in the center reminded the 
older people of the times when ox 
yokes were being quite generally used 
and was a very appropriate article fop 
the inscription which appeared on its 
lace, “ Established 1859,” which was 
the time that this business was estab­ 
lished by George Edwards. 
The yoke 
is a relic of the old firm of Lloyd & 
Clarke to whom the Tausche Hdw. 
Co. later succeeded. 
At the right hand end of the dis­ 
play was a dummy perched on a piano 
stool and a few cards hung nearby 
informing the public that the dummy 
was giving away souvenirs.
